The State Editorial Excursion.
Editorial Qorrespondence of The Bvening Toleqraph,
WILLIAMEPORT, June 185, 1871.

The growtn of this metropolls of laumberdom
within the jast fow FeATs has been very rapld, the
populatien kaving risen from six to elghteen thou-
sand in about slx years, partly In consequence of
the large profita derived from the lumber bosiness
daring the war, and the subseqaent expenditure of
pome of these profita in splendid local improvements—
partly on acoount of the steady Increase of rallroad
facllities, but more especially, perhaps, on mcoount
of the construotion of a gigantic boom, or series of
booms, on the Susquehannn, for the distance of
about ten miles above and below this city. The boom
Is a State Institution. Nething like it,or equal to it,18 10
beo found anywhere else, except, poasibly, (o a struce
ture on the waters of the Penobscot, in the heart of
the lnmber reglon of Maine. To construot these booms
A chartered company has obtalned privileges giving
it partial, and in some respects complete, control
over the Busquehanna for a distance of about thirty
miles ; and this concession enocogntered such bitter
opposition, alike from parties who desired to form &
hoom &t a point on the Susquehanns below the
limita of this State, in Maryland, and from a portion
of the lumbermen in this rogion, that It was only
obtained after a desperate struggle.

The magnitade of the Interesta at stake may bo
inferred from the fact that the cost of the booms
and their appurtenances I8 varlously estimated at
from $§1,000,000 to §1,500,000; while the supply of pine
logs usoslly detained in the booms, annually,is abont
220,000,000 feet, or more than enough to stook the
entire Philadelphia market, The practical effeot of
the boom {8 to centrallze the business of sawing
these logs, and preparing them for the use of ballders,
a8 boards, laths, ete., at Willlsmsport, instesd of
having It distributed at a hundred points, The
boem also puts in the hands of the Willamsport
saw-mlil owners and operators, to a large extent, the
business of seasoning as well as sawing luomber;
and instead of the old system of sending to the
city twice a year, at the time of spring and fall
freshets, an unoertaln supply of lumber, the Wil.
liamsport dealers carry such large stocks that orders
oan befilled at any period of the year, 85 demands
arise,

The boom, which 18 the leading agent !n accom-
plishing these results, needs for ite successful ope-
ration & giganyic dam, costing about & quarter of a
milllon of dollars, and making, at the favorable
polnt selected, & stretch of slack water probably
fifteen miles or perhaps even more in length, and
having an average width of about five hundred
yards. Through this great reservolr, at convenlent
points, and in close succession, five booms have
been comnstructed, with a total capacliy of storage
equal to double the amount of lumber now nsually
stored in them during each year. The leading idea
{8 to leave about half the breadth of the river nnob-
structed, and, 8o to speak, to fence off the other haif
48 A reservoir for logs, A succession of Iarge piers,
numbering in all about five hundred, are bullt about
midway in the river—not from shore to shore,
but parallel with the current—these plers strongly
resembling those which support country bridges over
comparatively large streams. Between the piers
there 1s s space of from Afty to one hundred feet,
over which long pleces of stout timber, fastened to
the plers, are kept foating—and they constitute the
boom proper—thelr gervice being to direct and con-
fine the logs in the channels selected for them. In
these channels or reservoirs millions of logs are at
the proper seasons plled upon each other a&s com-
pactly, yet as {rregularly, as huge cakes of floating
ice are sometimes packed in obstructed pertions of
large rivers.

The lumbermen in the pine regions above Wil-
llamsport, censisting in part of Clearfield, Potter,
and Elk counties, as they cut their logs and drag
them to the tributary streams, mark each log with
an initial, sign, or trade-mark selected by the saw-
mill owner for whose use they are intended, and
after the logs destined for two hundred or more saw-
milis are floated to the boom and plunged appa-
rently in inextricable confusion, they are fdnally
assorted by these marks and delivered Yo thelr re-
spective owners.

The Herdic House (8 & large brick structure, hand-
some and complete inall I8 appolotments, seated
in the midst of & magnificent lawn, where & lovely
sward stretches beneathla shade of grand old trees,
adorned and variegated with rare shrubbery. In
front of it |8 a spacious streat, on each slde of wiich
are 8 pumber of remarkably handsome and spaclous
villas, standing far back from the street and sur-
rounded on every slde with broad lawns of most
exquisitely-kept green sward, even and smooth as a
carpet, and exhiblting the ceaseless care and labor
which alone can produce perfection of cultare,
Such splendid villas as adern the [falr
heights of Germantown or Brooklyn here
beautify the central street with foliage and flowers,
making Willlamsport a lovely sucoesslon of gardens
through the length of (t8 primcipal promenade,

The saw-mills are a wonder of mechanical inge-
nuity and of commercial enterprise, and the mighty
results rise all around {n mountains of boards which
are robbed of all their usual prosaic unsightliness
by the vastness of their number and the white gleam
that proves that they are ihe result of afew days’
endeavor.

At a meeting held yesterday afternoon, the city
of Williamsport welcomed the editors of Pennsyl-
vania by the courteous voice of Ita chief, the Mayor
©f the city, in the beautiful hall of the Academy of
Music, redolent with the odors of natural fowers
culled from its own gardens, and draped by a happy
fanoy with wreaths of lving greenery, swayed
gracefully between the pillars of the arched galle-
ries. The remarkably handsome stage gave room
for the ofMcers and orators of the oceasion, and to
say that Henry G, Smith, of the Lancaster fntalli-
gencer, President of the State Editorial Assoclation,
directed the proceedings, 18 to say that the meeting
was bright and genial'withoul a lagging moment,
Al esssy on newspapers was read by J. Lather
Ringwalt, and a poem on the printing press, writien
by D. Brainerd Williamson, was, in his absence,
very effectively rendercd by Fugene . Munday.

In the evening the editors and their wives, sisters,
or daughters met around the festive board, in a
bright array both of dress and adiress worthy of
the State they represented, and the hours flew by
on winged feet while appropriate Loasts were ge-
mially and eloguently responded ta by Mr, Farey, of
the Mauch Chunk Z%mes; Mr, Capron, of Wiliams-
port; Hon. Henry 8. Evans, of Wesl Cliester; Jacob
Ziegler, of Butler; Judge Narr, of Trenton: Mr.
Kennedy, of the Carlisle Volunfeor; Mr, Pangborn,
of Jersey City; Thomas 3. Coleman, Bsq., of Phila-
delphis; and Heory T. Darlipgion, Esq,, of Doyles-
town.

House I8 an unusoaily jarge and fne hotel
10 smpring up suddenly in & comparatively
remote regiom, and (s existence I dae
to the emterprise of that locomotive and
enlgma of the oentral portion of Northern Peansylva-
nin—~Petar Herdlo, All important advanoce steps
are oredited qhlefly to him. Born and bred in the
lumber reglons surrounding Willlameport, he went,
not many years ago, to that clty, poor in purse,
gifted only with the rudiments of a rudimentary
education, but possessing indomitable onergy,
daring enterprise, unfiagging Industry, and coura-
geous resolution. As new neoeasities are developed,
he elther takes a leading part in sapplying them or
#ete the ball In motion solitary and alone, and some-
times am!d the plauditaof his townsmen, and some-
times amid a storm of obloquy, he advances Wil
llamsport rapidly on the road to progress, according
to one version, and on the road to financial ruin
according to another. The Minnequa House 18 but
one of his structures. The Herdic House at
Willamsport—a solid brick building, comparing
favorably In gize and accommodations with the
largest hotels of the country—ia another. Then,
aithough Herdic had infaential associates in Aghting
the long local, inancial, and legislative battle tor the
boom, ne was the luspiring spieic of the struggle,
He carried a proposilion to pave more than three
miles of the streets of Willlamsport with a Nicholson
pavement, got the contract for constructing It,
Inid down the pavement, and took his pay in city
bonds aggregating an amounnt which ransup {ato
very respectable figurea for an inland city, He has
also constructed at Willlamsport a fine trotvting
course, with a stand capable of sccommodating
thousands of spectators; a pond in which trout are
cultivated; and he has taken an active part fu 8o
many other movements taat have hastencd the
growth and enhanced the prosperity of Willlams-
port, that he {8 an object of nearly universal come-
ment in this region, and the great wonder 18 what
Peter Herdic will or will not do next,

The extreme northern point reached by the edito-
rial excorsionists was the pleasant town of Watkins,
beautifally situated at the head of S8eneca Lake, on
the line of the Northern Central, three hundred
miles from Philadelphia, The jake (tself (on which
the party had a fine steamboat excurslon yesterday
evening), combined with the invigorating mountain
and mountain lake air, is no slight attraction, but
Watkins Glen, leading from the southern end of the
town far up the mountain side, 18 & never-failing
source of dellght to every tourist whe posscgees a
spark of love for unique, lmpressive, and grand
patural scenery.

The name of this wonderful curiosity 1s deceptive,
and conveys no idea of ita character. It s a canon
or canyomn, rather than a glen; or a series of canons
rather than o serles of glens, Webater deflnes a
glen to he “a gecluded and narrow valley; a depres-
sion or space between hills,” and this defini-
tion I8 much less applicable to the Bucces-
glon of wonderful, beautiful, and impressive
sights at Watkins Glen, than the definition of canon
or canyon, viz.:—"A deep gorge, ravine, or gulch
between high and steep banks, worn by water-
courses.”

Twenty or thirty thonsand years ago, according
to the geologists, the solid masses of rock on the
side of the mountain bordering on the valley below
the head of Seneca Laka were rudely torn asunder,
leavipg an aperture of varions widths from ten or
twenty feet to as many yards, of a helght at various
localities from one hundred to three hundred feet,
streteching back for several miles from the valley
and gradually attalning over this dis-
tance an elevation of ahout one
thousand feet above the waters of Seneca Lake,
Through this aperture, which I8 formed of a serles
of layers of rocks, chiefly shale, & small stream has
been winding Its devious way, now expanding Into
a peaceful little rivalet, anon converting itseif into
a picturesque waterfall, and frequently carving out
of the solld rocks pools varging in depth from forty
feet to depths that plummet has never sounded.

The opening to the so-called glen is a clear-out
canyon, consisting of walls of rock, as regular, on
the southern side, as a pilece of artificial masonry,
about seventy-five yards long, and from one to two
hondred feet in helght. After the glen proper, a
series of stairways, cut sometimes ont of the
solid rock, and consisting sometimes
of ladder-like wooden stapa, farnish
a track over which the tourist presses onward, up-
ward, and occaslonally across the gien, to behold at
every turn and at every winding some picturesque
and beautiful new combluation of towering rock,
tombling waterfall, plaeld pool, and silver-
thread streamlet seenery. There 18 no
real danger In passing over  these
footpaths, but a8 they ocesslonally overhang yawns
ing precipices, they afford to the bold an opportunity
for copgratulating themselves upon the possession
of stout nerves, and to the timid 8o fair an excuse
for timidity that, if fainting had not become un-
fashionable, some of the passages in Watking Glen
would be a capital place for indulging in that old-
time luxury. As At present arranged, the tourlst
passes from glen to glen, notll about dve or &lx are
visited in seccession—all belng, In fact, mere con-
tinuations of each other, and forming, asa whole,
g8 nnmistakable & ocanyon A8 was ever
formed in 8 mountain side, 'While each of innumer-
able scenes has Its special admirers, no lover of the
seblime and beautiful can fall to gnd much here
adapted to his special tastes, The rainbow
of Watking Glen was one of the most
bewitchivgly beautifual things I ever beheld, and
if nothing else was to be seen there, this alone
would be well worth & visit, At one of the most
charming and ploturesque portlons of the gorge,
whers titanlc masses of rock rige up in grand confu-
glon, and where mirror-like pools refct back bright
geiwa of mountaln seenery, & thin spray-like stream,
which might well be called & bridal vell, tumbles
over the side of the rocks Insuch minute particles of
water that it forms &t this pariicular locallty a per-
petual miniature shower, the drops belng appa-
regtly converted into a thousand minute crystals,
through which, when the sun shines, & charmingly
pright and resplendent mlilature rainbow 18 seen,
To the eye it appears scarcely ten feet distant; its
are {8 scarcely twenty feet in length, and
ip altitude it I8 beneath, rather than above, the
spectator—sa that he literally lcoks down upon the
brightest, lovellest, and most enduring of little rain.
bows—and if there 18 a spark of poetry or romance
in his composition, his feelings are wrought up 0
exaltgtion by this Irreslstible combination of the

: Turkish Sanitary Dues.

The Becretary of State has transaitted to the
Becretary of the Treasury a letter from Baltazzi
Effendl, Charge d'Affalres of the Sublime Porte,
enclosing the report of the Mixed Commission
charged, more than two years ago, with the re-
vislon of the tariff of sanitary dues in the Turk-
ish empire. The new regulstions went into
operatien the 13th instant. Every vessel from
whatever country arriving at an Ottoman port
shall pay a duty caleulated on its tonnage, ac-
cording to the following rules:—

From one to five huadred tons, inclusive, 22
paras, and from 500 tons upwards, 12 paras per
ton. In other words, every vessel pays 22 paras
for the first 500 tons and 12 paras for the tons
In excess of 500. The following are exempted
from all sanitary dues except the pay of guards: —
1. Vessels of war. 2. Vessels which have been
forced to put into port, provided they engage
in no commercial operations in the ports which
they have entered. 3, Fishing vessels.

The Southern Floods.

An officinl letter received at the Treasury De-
partment from Monroe, La,, June 18, says: —

Excessive rains have fallen throughout North
Louisiana since the 14th day of April. Large
portions of the pariches bordering on the rivers
Mississippi, Ouachita, Red,and Black are under
water, Bridges and ferry-boats have been car-
ried away. The mall rontes have bsemn aban-
doned, or if the mail-bags are carried through,
they are first opened and relieved of all official
packages. These are left in some stable or out-
house to rot. Advices from Shreveport state
that nothing has been received from this office
gince May 13.

Cotton Crop
is exceedingly discoaraging. FPlanters in the
swamps have been compelled to replant many
times. In many cases, the last planting having
failed, they have abandoned the enterprise. In
more favorable localities the stem is so indif-
ferent that
No More than Half a Crop
can be had. The prospect for corn is equally
unfavorable. The condition of the ground
bas prevemted the planter from working.
Weeds and grase have become deeply rooted,
and threaten the little corn standing. The
general prospect s gloomy:.
Politioal Agitation
continues. The bitter feeling entertained by the
largest portions of the whites towards the blacks
and officers of the Btate government has beeome
intensified in this immediate vicinity by the
result of a recent local election. At any time
within the last ten days a conflict seemed un-
avoidable. Threats have been freely indulged.
Both parties are well supplied with arms and ap-
pear eager for the conflict. Bands of armed men
are reporied to be ready and only walting for
summons to begin the work of bloedshed. Law-
yors, doctors, merchants, planters, and offlcials
attend to their various occupations with re-
velvers lying within easy reach. Notwithstand-
ing all this I trustthe crisis Is passed, but should
not be surprised if the difficulty culminated in
bloodshed at any time.

Vallandigham by & casualty,under circumstances
of great public iuterest, has awakened the sym-
pathies of the people, who homor bravery,
honesty, and abllity; and whereas, the citizens
of Cincinvati, irrespective of party, have met to
mingle their sorrow with the bereaved famlily
and immediate iriends of this widely-kmown
citigen;

And whereas, The death of a cltizen dlstin-
guished for courage and intelligence is always a
publie calamity, but when the loss oceurs under
such circumsiances the sorrows and sympa-
thies of the whole people are aroused; therefore

Resolved, That the city of Clnelnnati unites
in the deep sorrow felt by all ranks and parties
in Ohio at the sudden death of Hon. C, L. Val-
landigham, and in earnestly appreciating his
noble qualities, and simcerely sywmpathizing
with his family and immediate friends.
